Languages 



Along with welcoming Mrs. Hayes as new department head of foreign 
languages, the language department continues to be involved in many 
activities this year. Also, Miss Tavoularis is a new member of the staff. 
The popularity of foreign language is still increasing: classrooms are still 
crowded and three teachers are without permanent rooms. 

The language department has been very active with two exchange 
trips this year.

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Andrew Schwarz Named 
Presidential Schdar

Each year, the secretary of 
education chooses 141 students 
as Presidential scholars. Each 
state has one boy and one girl 
chosen for this honor. In addition, 
15 others are-chosen at large; 
the remaining 20 are chosen for 
talents in the arts. 

Andrew Schwarz was one of 
only three students from Mass, to 
be chosen. His academic ac¬ 
complishments, leadership 
qualities, and ability to be involv¬ 
ed in community affairs were 
carefully scrutinized by the White 
House representatives. He was 
the first Presidential Scholar in 
ten years to be honored from the 


Wellesley High School. 

However, we are not the only ones proud of him, as the White House 
honored him from June 17-21 along with the others.
